Thousands had poured into the city in the early morning from the nearby 
country to see and hear the piesident. and his address at the city park bad 
been loudly cheered. At the conclusion o f the exercises he wished to make a 
brief call on former Senator Dawes, whose house in Elm street is but a short 
distance from the park. 
The president’s carriage, in which he had ridden 
from Governor Crane's home at Dalton, was accordingly driven to the Dawes 
residence, and carriages containing a number of other gentlemen in the party 
iollowed. 
President Roosevelt's call was a short one and then the carriages 
returned to the city square. 


After a few minutes’ delay the journey to Lenox was begun. 
Meanwhile 
the mounted escort of police officers and the carriages containing the news­ 
paper correspondents who have accompanied the president on his tour had 
started off ahead on the road to Lenox and were some distance in advance 
of the president's equipage. 
Three or four other open carriages fell in line 
immediately behind the landau in which the president rode with Secretary 
Coi'telyo'.i and Governor crane. Secret Service A^ent Craig, who throughout 
ih't)' New England trip uas been almost.constantly at the president's elbow, 
was on the driver's box beside Coachman Pratt. 


HOW T H E ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 


Out through SouUi street is.a broad, smooth highway. T&'Ctracks. oL the’ 
Pittsfield’Electric fifi’eet railway are' laid in. the canter of the road with aniple 
room for the teams on each side, and scores of vehicles of every description 
followed along this road befrijiil the president’s party. 
Shortly after he left 
the park an electric car which had been fl-lled with passengers at that ppiht 
started toward Lenox well behind the procession. It passed all of the teams 
and was about a mile and a half out from the city at the beginning of Howard 
hill and was nearly up to the president's carriage, which was traveling ofi the 
west side of the highway. 


Jiist at the foot of Howard hill the road bends a little and teams are 
compelled to cross the street railway tracks to the east side. 
The railroad 
then continues alongside of the street instead of in the center. Just at this 
point the upgrade of the hill begins and but a short distance beyond the cross­ 
ing there is a narrow bridge spanning a small brook. 
The trolley car ap- 
proacned the roarl crossing under a good head of speed, with gong clanging, 
just as the driver of the president's carriage turned his leaders to cross the 
tracks. 


On each side of the chief executive's carriage rode two mounted troopers 
of the local cavalry company, and the horsemen on the left of the landau had 
turned onto the track with the trolley car immediately behind them, though 
some yards distant. Alarmed by the clanging gong, they both turned in their 
saddles and waved vigorously to the motorman to stop his car. 
Almost at 
the same instant Governor Crane, who quickly perceived the danger, rose to 
his feet and likewise motioned to the motorman. 


The latter, in great excitement, desperately tried to stop his car, but it 
was too late. 


It crashed into the carriage as a loud moan went up from the frenzied 
onlookers who thronged the roadside and who but a moment before were 
cheering the president. The horsemen managed to get the frightened animals 
out of the way just In time and the car struck the rear wheel of the carriage 
on the left side and ploughed through to the front wheel of the vehicle which 
received the full force of the blow. The carriage was upset in the twinkling 
of an eye and one horse fell dead on the tracks. 
The other three powerful 
grays started to run, and dragged by them and pushed by the force of the 
car, the wrecked carriage wap moved 30 or 40 feet. Agent Craig fell from his 
seat immediately in front of the cur and it passed completely over his body. 
Driver Pratt, in falling, struck the dead horse immediately in front of him and 
rolled off clear of the car. thus escaping a similar fate. President Roosevelt, 
Governor Crane and Secretary Cortelyou were thrown together in the bottom 
of their carriage.

Almost instantiv a score of men jumped to the heads of the frightened 
horses and stopped their further progress. 
Governor Crane was the first to 
get to his feet, escaping entirely unhurt. He turned immediately to the presi­

Madden and Kelly probably will be arraigned in the court tomorrow on 
the charge of manslaughter. It is likely that the case will be continued for a 
week, or more and in tne meantime an inquest will be arranged. The defense 
probably will present no evidence and the men likly will be held for the 
grand jury. 


George and Hugh Craig, of Holyoke, Mass., brothers of William Craig, 
the victim of the accident, arrived here tonight and are in consultation with 
the authorities. It has been decided to take the body to Chicago, Craig’s home, 
for interment. 


In arranging the program for the day, Mayor Engler had requested all 
business to be suspended in this city during thé time the president was here; 
also he had made special requests of the Pittsfield street railway that it sus­ 
pend business on North street during the exercises at the park and while the 
president was driving to that point. He also asked the management of both 
street railway companies in the city to be especially careful as to the running 
of cars on all streets through which the procession would pass. 


AN E Y E W IT N E S S OF T H E ACCIDEN T. 


Frederick S. Clark, who was an eyewitness of the accident, says that 
lie had gone to the top of Howard hill for the purpose of securing a photograph 
of the president in his carriage. 
He was near the Howard house, he says, 
when he saw the party approaching. He saw the horses as they turned from 
the west to the east just before they reached the culvert. 
The car he saw 
coming at a fast rate of speed but a short distance, behind. He says he saw 
that in a moment an accident must occur because the car was going at such 
a rate of speed that it could not be brought to a standstill without a collision. 
In his opinion the car was about 100 feet to the rear when the leading horses 
on the carriage were turned onto the track to cross to the other aide of the 
road. He heard considerable yelling, just before the crash and he believes it 
came from the mounted men. He saw the car strike the rear wheel of the 
president’s carriage on the left side, ploughing it along and striking the front 
wheel on the same side and then the' wheel horse on the left side, upsetting 
the vehicle and throwing the driver and officer from the box to the ground. 
Mr. Clark says that it was, very dusty at that point. 
He says he saw the 
president thrown out on the left side and saw the governor assist him to 
his feet. 
As the president arose, Mr. Clark says, he saw him walk to where 
the motorman was standing after leaving the car and speak to him. 


Euclid Madden, the motorman, says the car had niotors of 60 horse-power. 
The car is not fitted with air brakes. He says that as' he passed over the rail­ 
road bridge, about 350 or 400 feet from the scene of the accident, he shut off 
the power and put on the brakes, the car_ being on a downgrade. 
He says 
there were teams on both sides of the track and-he was exerting every care 
to avoid an accident. In his opinion the car waç not running over eight miles 
an hour. He received no warning to stop and did not see the mounted men 
and Governor Crane wave their hands. .According to Madden’s story there 
was plenty of room for the president’s carriage to.have passed on the wert 
side of the trolley track and he would have had plenty of time after he passed 
the president's carriage before the turn'w as made to the east sicje of the 
road. 
He said that the leading horses were turned short across the track. 
He could not tell just bow the car struck the carriage, but he says he reversed 
to assure the power and went for the brake just as; quickly as possible when, he saw 
' * the horses turn on the track. He sai<} it was dusty and with difficulty he saw 
what was going on. 


The story of James Kelly, the conductor, is much the same as that of 
Madden. 
He said he saw no warning given.

THE SATURDAY REVIEW IS 


ONCE MORE BELLIGERENT 


London, Aug. 30.—"A hated rivalry 
which may some day be settled by the 
arbitram ent of the sword” seems to 
fairly sum up the Saturday Review's 
opinion of the relations between Great 
Britain and the United States. 
Dis­ 
cussing 
President 
Roosevelt's 
pro­ 
nouncement on Monroeism, always bit­ 
terly anti-American, the Saturday Re­ 
view uses the president's speech as a 
text on which to enunciate the long 
sermon on “American greed and hypoc­ 
risy” and the danger threatening the 
British empire from the United biates’ 
future expansion. 
It says, in review­ 
ing the history of the Monroe doctrine: 


"It is unfortunate if not exceptional 
that tue United States cannot be saus- 
ed with the plain, straightforwaru pol­ 
icy of self-interest without attem pting 
to explain it as a disinterested and 
highly moral position. 
It was on this 
basis th at the war with Spain was un­ 
dertaken, resulting in the Philippines 
being annexed and Cuba being put 
under the heel. 
South America's nat­ 
ural resources are enormous but the 
individual states cannot act together. 
It is plain that they wfll not long resist 
American 
extension 
soumwara, and 
American protection from European 
aggression will soon incubate into oc­ 
cupation by the United States.' 


Proceeding to discuss the effect, ot 
Monroeism on the British empire, the 
Saturday Review says: 


"Tho 
United States is the only 
great power separated from the British 
empire by nothing but a land frontier 
and it. is the 
settled 
object of me 
United States ultimately to include 
Canada. 
The united States is com­ 
mercially growing fast at our expense 
and judging from ...s present progress 
the power of 
the United States in 
weauh and numbers will soon exceed 
that of any rival we have, possiu.y ex­ 
cepting Russia, whose position in re­ 
lation to us territorially is not nearly 
so critical. Under mese circumstances 
it is surely clear that the powpr we 
need be 
most 
America. 


trolling factors make it Impossible to 
put the position of the two countries 
In any other way." 


A curiously divergent view is ex­ 
pressed by the Spectator on the same 
topic. 
It says: 


“ W e are pi ad in the interests of the 
Unitor] State.; and Great Britain and 
the peace of t h e world that President 
Roosevelt announced in such clear and 
unmfris«ial)le terms that the Monroe 
doctrine will be enforced by tho United 
States at all costs. 
The Monroe doc­ 
trine is a danger to peace only when it 
is undefined. 
All authoritative state­ 
ments of the policy of the United 
States in this effect are welcome. We 
hold that the Monroe doctrine is good 
for us as well as for the United States. 
We. like the United States, have no 
desire to see the status quo violently 
altered by the efforts of 
continental 
European states to carve out for them­ 
selves colonial empires in Central and 
South America. 
It would suit us no 
more than the United States to see 
Germany established in southern Bra­ 
zil or elsewhere on the western con­ 
tinent." 


Proceeding to point out that Mon­ 
roeism cannot rest on air and that 
unless based on power it is sure to be 
exposed to be pushed aside and disre­ 
garded. 
The Spectator continues; 


"The power on which it must pri­ 
marily rest is sea power. 
If the Euro­ 
pean states know that America has sea 
power enough to enforce the Monroe 
doctrine it will bo scrupulously re­ 
spected. The moment they see the doc­ 
trine is based only on paper it will be 
disregarded. 
To make the doctrine 
effective America must builu a fleet 
unquestionably sttonger than that of 
Fiance or Germany. 
They need no!: 
trouble to outbuild us as we not merely 
agree to, but may be said to be pas­ 
sive supporters of the Monroe doc­ 
trine'."

Trinchera. 


.1 A Russell of Sherman. Texas, a gen­ 
tleman who has sold oil machinery for a 
number of years and is thoroughly posted 
on oil formations, quality of petroleum and 
all details pertaining to the business, was 
in Trinidad today, stopping over between 
trains while on his way to Durango. 
Mr. 
Russ.dl was shown specimens of the oil 
rock from I he lands of the Trinidad Peo­ 
ple's Oil company and expressed himself 
as being most favorably impressed with 
same as being the real thing. To a repre­ 
sentative of the Chronicle-Xews he stated 
that the rock was no doubt the covering 
of bodies of oil.

How I Won the Brize. 


Tha Great W estern Sugar company, of 
T.oveland, Colorado, offered a prize of $250 
for the best five acres of sugar 
beets 
raised and delivered to the factory during 
the season of 1901. 
For the benefit of 
others, X wish to give a brief account of 
how I raised the crop. 


The. land on which the beets were raised 
was bottom land, two miles’southeast of 
Berthoud, and the soil was.a, sandy.' loam. 


The land had been well fertilized with 
barn-yard manure the season before and 
planted lo potatoes. 
1 plowed the ground 
as early as possible in the spring 12 in­ 
ches deep. 
I thoroughly pulverized the 
heel, bed with harrow, roller and levcler. 
I planted the seed aboul the lath day of 
April after freshly harrowing the ground 
three times on the day of planting. 
I be. 
gan cultivating with the w.-edor as soon 
a s 1 could see the rows, yoing oyer the 
ground twice. 
We commenced hand cul­ 
tivating and thinning about, tlire1 weeks 
after planting, going oyer the ground but 
once. We then cultivated them once with 
the bull tongue, and furrowed them out 
for irrigation. The bed was irrigated four 
times at intervals of two weeks and began 
harvesting October 1?. 


In all this I followed (lie directions of 
the field superintendent W II. I'airbrother 
and the printed directions of (he company, 
strictly. 


The yield was 23 1-10 tons to t h e acre at 
$1.50 per ton. 


The beets tested above 13 per cent, sugar 
and above SO per cenl. purity. 


I had the help of one man. and extra 
help lo ¡i cost of not exceeding $ii3.00. After 
paying all expenses fnr labor and special 
tool« necessary for beet culture, not count­ 
ing my own labor, my net profit was $73 
per acre. 


In ¡ill my business relations wilh the 
company I found them to be honest, help­ 
ful and accommodating, and did ¡ill and 
more than they promised to do

The story of the immense po­ 
tato crops that have been raised here has 
been told so often that people in the east 
begin to believe it, even if il does sound 
like a whopper. 
Potatoes yield on an 
average, from 73 lo lt)t) sacks, of IIS pounds 
each, to I he acre. 
Larger crops are often 
raised, sometimes reaching 230 sacks or 
300 bushel.s to the acre. The price is usual­ 
ly good, this year early potatoes marketed 
at $1.23 tn $1.3.) per t wt. Urcclcy i:: t!v cen­ 
ter of the potato industry of this section, 
most of the potatoes going from this s e c ­ 
tion, go on the eastern m a rk et as <iree- 
ley potatoes. 


ft is estimated that 
in Weld county 
alone. 25.000 acres are planted to potatoes. 
Larimer and Boulder counties also raipe

P lanted and harvested v.ith machinery, 
the work is profitable and pleasant, as 
compared with the old 
back-breaking 
methods.

power to lift the potatoes.

Do you won­ 
der that such land cannot be bought for 
| less than $200 per acre. All good potatoes 
J do not grow in Colorado, but all Colorado 
potatoes are good.—(Berthoud Bulletin 


Irrigation Reservoirs. 


This season has been an eye-opener to 
many irrigators. 
In an ordinary season 
! when the ground gets several good soak- 
I ings with rain during the growing season, 
and the ditches are running full of water, 
expended 
to . get 
an 
av erag e 
or 
even 
b etter 
crop. 
But 
this 
y ear 
w ith ou t 
a n y 
m oisture 
from 
the 
clouds to help ou t and the ditches cut 
down to the low allowance, the farmer 
has found out that to make the water do 
its duty he must keep at it constantly 
without rest, or lie will have dry spots in 
the fields tha t will cut t h e crop average 
down below the profit point. 
The first 
advantage in Irrigating is in having a 
crop when others fall, or in other words 
having a full crop every year, which is 
possible. 


Last year the potato crop was a general 
failure except, by irrigation, and m any 
farm ers 
paid 
out 
of 
debt an d 
had 
money left In this stale. 
This year hay 
is a failure and many irrigators have 
i only half a crop. If they had a full crop 
of hay they would be 
where the spud 
raisers were last year. It is a lesson tha' 
should be learned but once. Every farmer 
who has a late w ater right should have 
a reservoir to ca rry him th ro u gh a 
d ro u g h t a n d should begin a t once. 


Priorities on reservoirs in a few years 
will be worth as much as an early priority 
In a ditch. 
The preliminaries for locat­ 
ing a reservoir are very simple, not cost­ 
ing over $2.00 for one holding less than 1C 
feet of water. 
An acre reservoir, 10 fee 
deep, will carry 20 acres of crop through 
the dry spells.—(Glenwooa Avalanche.

If me frind in W ash’nton iver offered to sind me 
to reside at or n ear th ’ Coort iv Saint Jam es I’d a st him : 
‘Ar-rc all th ’ gaugers’ jobs took?’ No wan th at loves his 
fellow counthrym en as I do, an ’ knows thim wud accipt 
th ’ honor an ’ lave his property an’ good nam e in th eir 
care f’r four years. W hile I have me vigor I'll rem ain here 
with me hand on th ’ gun. 
I bet ye I cud put an adver­ 
tisem ent in th ’ pa-apers tom orroh: 
‘W anted an am bas- 
sadure ixhtrordhnry; m iddle aged, p rotestant gintlem an 
iv good figure, kind disposition an ’ used to siciety; salary 
$3 a w eek,’ an' Ar-rchey Road’d be blocked w ith applicants 
an ’ they'd all be good enough. 


“No sir, it ain ’t th ’ job it was. 
I used to think I'd like 
to be wan an go over to Rooshya an’ whin some good la-ad 
fr'm this counthry got into throuble over hurlin’ rem arks 
iv an unkind nature a t th ’ czar to w rap him up in an A m er­ 
ican flag an ’ dhrive him through town in an expriss 
wagon while th ’ Rossyan gin’ral th a t was goin’ to shoot 
him, bit holes in his w hiskers an ’ m uttered: ‘Curse th a t 
American dogsky. H e's foiled me befure me ar-rmy! ’ A n’ 
if th ’ American citizen was pinched I’d dhrive up to th ’ 
palace in a furyous rage, push th ’ guard aside an ’ m arch 
into th ’ cham oer w here th ’ czar sat on his throne a n ’ say: 
'Sign an order to release this m an in tin m inyets or I’ll 
blow up th ’ flat.' 
‘Ar-re ye aw are,’ says th ’ czar, w ith 
blanched facc, ’th at ye’re addhressin’ a king?’ 
‘I am ,’

head. 
‘G reat H ivins,’ says th ’ czar, signin’ th ’ order w ith 
threm blin’ hands a n ’ I hurry off to th ’ dungeon an’ release 
Eben P erkins an’ he gives me a goold -watch an ’ his good- 
lookin’ wife throw s h er arm s around me neck an ’ calls 
me th eir presarver. 
’Tw as wan iv th dhream s iv me 
youth. I’m oldher now. 


"Ginn’rally whin ye see in th ’ pa-apers th a t a m an’s 
been appinted an am bassadure ye know it ought to r-read 
th at his wife has been appinted am bassadhress. H is wife 
w ants him to lave th ’ counthry an ’ th ’ counthry is resigned 
an ’ th ’ place he's goin’ to don’t raise no objections. W hin 


he reads in th ’ pa-apers all th ’ things he’s called he be­ 
gins to think th ’ job is alm ost as high as a place in th ’ 
Custom House, an ’ th ’ good wom an sees hcrsilf an' th' 
Queen rom pin’ together a n ’ m aybe she w on’t give th ’ cold 
eye to th ’ wife iv th ’ rich undertaker up th ’ sth re et whin 
she comes to Boodypest an ’ sees her an ’ th ’ rile fam 'ly 
rowlin' by in th ’ rilo coach dhraw n be cam els. 
T h ’ am* 
bassadure lands a t th ’ coort w here h e’s goin’ to avinge 
th ' insults to his native land f’r four years an’ th ’ sicrety 
iv th ’ legation who used to be a good tennis player befure 
he lost his mind, m eets him a t th ’ deepo an’ hurries him 
into a closed hack. 
'W hat’s this f’r? ’ says th ' am bassa- 
uro w ho's had th ’ C oat iv Arms iv Noo Jarsey painted 
on th ' soles iv his boots an ’ would like to put thim out th ’ 
window. 
'W hy am I threated like a p ris’n er?’ he says.

H ivin,’ says the Sicrety iv Legation, ‘there ain' a ball f’r a 
week,’ he says. 
‘Please keep ye'er face away fr'm th ’ 
window an’ do throw aw ay th at pocket comb.’ be says.

T h ’ 
first sicrety tells him th a t he oughtn't to know too m anny 
A m ericans but th a t’s because th ’ first sicrety don’t under­ 
stand his fellow counthrym en. 
Ivry m ornin’ whin th ’ 
am bassdure opens his m ail expictin’ a le tth e r f r ’m th ’ 
prisidint tellin’ him to run rig h t over to th ’ palace an ’ ast 
th ’ king about th ’ Pannym a Canal, he gets a few lines 
fr'm an A m erican stoppin’ a t th ’ S tars a n ’ S tripes H otel, 
sayin’: 
‘Dear A m bassadure, I have a letth er fr’m M ark 
H anna tollin’ ye to give me th ’ best rooms in ye’er house 
or lose ye'er job. 
I will move in tom orroh. 
M eanw hile 
plaze sind me th ’ nam e iv a good store in th is accursed 
hole w here an A m erican can buy a pair iv su sp in d ers!’ 
If he’s a wise am bassadure ho docs it- 
A m an th a t rip- 
risinted this counthry abroad soon larns how to m atch 
silks an’ when» to buy rookin’ chair?. 
If h« don’t he’s no 
good. 
A n’ on th ’ Fourth jv July he stands a t home an ’ 
grasps m anny a w et an ’ frindly hand. 


"All this I larned fr’m D argan who w as over th ere las’ 
year. 
Ho mot an am bassadure th a t used to run f’r Con­ 
gress ivry tim e he had a m ind to. 
D argan got his money 
eight tim es bcftirc th' good m an larned th a t D argan didn’t 
live in th ’ disthrict. 
He says th a t th ’ am bassadure to l’ 
him w hat I'm tellin’ ye an ’ w ept on his shouldher. 
‘How 
long ar-re ye in for?’ asks D argan. 
‘T hree years m ore,’ 
says th ’ am bassadure. 
T hree years m ore,’ he says, ‘an 
thin I'll give th ’ first, sicrety a punch In th ’ nose an’ ray- 
tu rn to th ’ land iv th ’ free,’ he says. 
‘H ave ye anny fine 
cut?’ he says. 
A t tbis m inyit a young m an com e around 
th ’ corncr an’ grabbed th ' am bassadure 
bo th ' collar. 
'D idn’t I tell ye niver to come out iv th ’ park In thim 
p an ts?’ he says. 
‘H ere com es Lord Gim lets,’ he says. 
It 
was th ’ first sicrety. 
An’ Dargan niver see th ’ am bassa­ 
dure again. 
H e thinks they have him locked up in the 
coal cellar. 


“So I don’t w ant to be anny am bassadure, H innissy. 
T h’ cable is quicker, th ’ new spaper rayporther is m ore 
im portant an’ theyse m ore diplom atic business done be 
Jew men fr’m W all S treet th in bo all th ’ diplom ats fr’m 
Constantinople to Copenhagen, bedad.” 


“But supposin’ Ireland was free,” said H ennessy. 
“Ah,” said Mr. Dooley, “thin 'twud be ye I’d like to see 
get th ’ job. 
I cudden't have too m anny iv m e ol’ frinda 
presintin’ th eir cridintials to m e.” 
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T DUSK we beached the canoes 
and m ade camp for the night.

Then ii is th a t I 
cry aloud, but on’y de wood-voice 
answ ers me. 
All day an ’ all night I 
stay by de side of my poor fadder an ’ 
cry aloud. An’ in de m orning comes 
another Indian; an ’ it is Piet. A n’ I 
speak to him in de French an ’ he un­ 
derstand, for he has been much in the 
village selling de moose-meat. Then I 
tell him 'bout de Indians, an ’ he swear 
much. W ith his knife he dug de grave, 
an ’ ve laid my fadder there—an' then 
he tek me by de hand an ’ ve go m any 
miles to his village. 
A n’ there are 
many Indians, an’ I see ol’ John who 
killed my fadder; an’ they laugh an ’ 
mek to get me, but Piet speak to them 
a n ’ they stop. Then Piet tek me to his 
tent an’ give me de warm bear-skin 
an ’ feed me till I am strong. A n’ I go 
not back to de village, for there is none 
left but Pierre; m ais I stay w ith Piet 
always, till I am grown; an ’ I see de 


w hite m an come m ore an ’ m ore effery 
year till de Indians go far, far back 
into de big woods. B ut P iet an ’ I build 
de cabin a n ’, stay, a n ’ h unt w ith de 
w hite m an an ’ earn m oney; till I am 
grown, then I leave P iet a n ’ build my 
cabin across de river. F o r vy I leave 
him ? C ertain cone day he go to de vil­ 
lage, a n ’ ven he come back h e bring de 
wife, a n ’ is best th a t.th ey be on’y w ith 
them se’.ves in de first years, for they 
are m ore happy so. 


“Many years Pierre hunted w ith him. 
An’ he show me how to tek de bark 
from de tree an ’ m ek de strong canoe; 
he show me how to m ek de moose-call 
so th a t de big bulls come to me w here 
I hide; he show me w here de ouanan­ 
iche live an ’ how to bring him to de 
hook; 
he show me how to m ek de 
bear-trap, a n ’ how to m ek de w il’ goose 
cry an’ how to m ek de ducks come 
from de clouds down to de rushes 
w here I wait. All these things a n ’ m any 
m ore he show me, a n ’ de trails in de 
woods so th a t I get n o t lost. 


“Even after de wife cam e I am m uch 
w ith Piet, an ’ ve h unt m uch together. 
An’ alw ays I w atched him , alw ays I 
loved him. More a n ’ m ore he grew lak 
de w hite m an; m ore a n ’ m ore he for­ 
get de Indian an ’ speak m os’ alw ays in 
de French, till soon I forget th a t he is 
Indian a n ’ I th in k th a t he, too, has for­ 
got th a t he is Indian. B ut a t de end I 
find th a t he has not forgot—for it is 
th a t de blood cannot change w ith de 
mind, a n ’ alw ays it is de blood th a t 
counts. 


“Bimeby P ierre see th a t P iet goes 
not so m uch on de trail, for it is th a t 
be is ver’ old. A n’ each year he get 
w eaker an ’ stay m uch a t home, a n ’ it 
mek m y heart lak stone in m y breast. 
A n’ one day de wife come to me an ’ say 
P iet calls me, an ’ I go. T here I find him 
on de bed, an’ he is ver’ sick; a n ’ he 


tell m e it is de black fever th a t heals 
n o t ' B u t his eye. is bright a n ’ he sm iles 
alw ays, a n ’ I laugh a t him an ’ tell him 
he soon be in de woods again. B ut he 
say no, an ’ he tell me to dig deep be­ 
side de big pine by de door of his cabin, 
w hen he is gone, a n ' find m uch money 
th a t he has put there, a n ’ to give it all 
to de wife an ’ tek her back to de vil­ 
lage w here she can live well. A n’ cer­ 
tain I say I do i t Then I leave him, 
an ’ certain I am th a t he is goin’ get 
well, for he have strong look in his eye. 
A n’ I go to de Big F alls to h u n t a n ’ 
fish. 


“It is de late rain tim e ven de river 
runs high. Sacre! how de Mad W aters 
rush ven they come near de big rock, 
a n ’ jum p over de edge till de groun’ 
shake an ’ trem ble far into 
de 
big 
woods! E ven de great ouananiche can­ 
n ot come up ven de w aters are so! 
Down, down they fall into de pool be­ 
low, w ith de noise of de w ild thunder 
in de m ountains; an ’ de w aters in de 
pool boil a,n’ roar an’ go 
ro u n ’ 
an ’ 
ro u n ’; a n ’ de w hite foam rise lak de 
cloud high an ’ strong so th a t all de air 
ie w e t Mon Dieu! M any tim es in his 
sleep P ierre can see de wild, m ad flood 
a n ’ hear de terrible roar- a n ’ feel de 
groun’ shake an ’ sm ell de w et of de 
g reat foam -cloud, till I w ake w ith a 
cry on m y lips an ’ de w om an-w eakness 
in m y heart. 


“So it is ven P ierre come to de Big 
F alls th a t year. A n’ I m ek de camp 
close to de river by de edge of de tim ­ 
ber till I see if de fish rise well a n ’ 
de moose are there. A n’ it- is near dark 
ven I bring de canoe to shore an ’ m ek 
fire; a n ’ soon I hear de tram p, tram p, 
tram p in de thick woods, a n ’ de call of 
de big bulls an ’ I know it is well th a t I 
come; 
a n ’ I think certain I stay for 
th ere is m uch game, m uch good m eat 
for de village an ’ m any w arm furs for 


de w inter. 


“Mebbe it is de second day I am a t 
de high w aters, an ’ P ierre go not yet 
into de woods but stay quiet in de camp 
till de bulls are no m ore tim id an ’ have 
forgot v at they heard a n ’ saw an ’ sm elt 
ven P ierre come. Mais in de evening 
’bout dark I go to de pool beside de big 
rock to take a ouananiche for my e at­ 
ing. De ro ar of the w aters is in my 
ears, an ’ I, too, shake w ith de groun’; 
but I forget efferything soon, for de 
fish are rising;

“Sudden I hear de Indian voice, sing­ 
ing; an ’ I look up—for It is de ol’ song 
such as P ierre has not heard since de 
days before de wild trib e w ent far back 
into de woods. 
Then I look up—an’ 
quick I put de rod under a stone so th a t 
it hoi’ fas’; a n ’ I jum p behind de big 
rock to w atch, fo rjit is strange thing I 
see! 


“Neffer will P ierre forget it! De li’l 
clouds are red w ith de dead-sun color, 
lak big drops of blood; an ’ de sky an’ 
de w ater are yellow w ith de great ¿ast- 
light of day;

| de canoe sw ifter an’ sw ifter in de m id- 
j die of de stream tow ard de falls. Then 
sudden Fierro see him stand an’ throw 
de paddle far out into de river, a n ’ I 
see th a t it is a great Indian for he is in 
his w ar-clothes such as I saw not for 
m any years.

“Tall a n ’ straig h t an’ fine he stands, 
w ith his arm s close to his sides an ’ his 
head sits high on his shoulders an ’ his 
eyes look alw ays tow ard de sky an ’ de 
li’l clouds th a t are lak blood spots In 
de heaven. De yellow light strikes de 
knife in his belt till it glitters w hite

C ertain he died lak de In ­ 
dian! 


“N effer anything th a t goes over d# 
Big Falls is seen again—a n ’ neffer ve 
find Piet. Back to de village I tek de 
wife, an ’ then it is she tell me how Piet 
go down a n ’ down w ith de fever, get­ 
ting alw ays w eaker a n ’ w eaker till ha 
can no m ore tu rn in his bed. T hen sud- 
i den he jum p on de floor; he get out 
de ol’ Indian w ar-dress a n ’ put it on, 
an ’ he say he die not there lak de ra t 
In his hole! A n’ he run to de riv er a n ’ 
tek de ol’ canoe an ’ push it o u t Into 
de stream ; a n ’ de stren g th com e back 
to him so th at he paddles stro n g a ll 
day till he comes to de Big.FallB w here 
he can die lak de g reat Indian he w as! 


“A n’ so he died—w ith no fear in his 
h eart; w ith de w ar-song on his lip s; 
out on de riv er th a t he loved; w ith hia 
big woods all aroun’ him —died lab he 
lived, strong a n ’ fearless an ’ m ighty; 
died lak de Indian! 


“An’ effery nig h t he is th ere a t de 
H igh W aters. P ierre knows—for i t is 
th a t I have seen him , standing th e re in 
his canoe a t de edge of de Big Kails ju s ’ 
i lak de evening I first saw him th ere. 
! A n’ if you stay by de Big F alls a t n ig h t 
you can see him , an ’ you can h ear him 
singing. P ierre know s, for once I saw 
him an ’ heard him ; an ’ m any In d ian s 
have I told, a n ’ m any have com e a n ’ 
have seen him an ’ have heard h is song. 
So it is th a t they go no m ore to de Big 
Falls to h unt and fish—a n ’ P ierre goes 
no m ore there to sleep! 


“Sacre! 
I have m uch—v a t you call 
it?—m uch sand in de eyes? B on soir, 
m ’sieu !’’

The type of man who takes matters 
about him in his own hands—who man- 
aze* all the people within his reach if 
he can. and doe* it by the aid of a 
larjre and attractive idea—alwsys in­ 
terests the world.

state, ft would be quite impossible to 
prevent the question from being asked 
whether he is not going to rise to the 
presidency of the United States.

fact, the question has already been 
asked a number of times ’ with regard 
to the governor of Wisconsin: No doubt 
it devolves upon Mr. La Follette to an­ 
swer it yes or no, by the success or 
the failure of his snowball-rolling.

W hen the Socialist convention w as held, and for a short 
tim e nftpr. it appeared as though this new p arty w as 
going to have a rath er prom inent place in the political 
affairs in C o l o r a d o .

the th re a t of actual suffering to hundreds of thousands of A m ericans in the ! 
com ing w inter, have aroused public sentim ent to the larg er questions involved. ' 
It is odc thing to discuss the public ow nership and operation of the coal j 
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RESID EN T ROOSEVELT has repeatedly shown 
th a t he appreciates the im portance of the tru sts 
as a poetical issue of the present day. and that, 
he is willing to take an advanced position 
for 
him self and his party as regards their regulation and con­ 
trol by the governm ent. 


The rpeech which he delivered at Boston on M onday 
was devoted alm ost entirely to this subject, and' it is ad­ 
m irable reading for those who wish to acquaint th em ­ 
selves w ith the larger aspect of this m ost im portant ques­ 
tion of the. day. 


President Roosevelt's general sum m ary of the situ a ­ 
tion is most, satisfactory, and one reason for th is is th a t 
he sets forth very clearly the reasons w hy it. is not possi­ 
ble to do all th a t some people, would like to have done. 


In the first place the president explained the, necessity 
for not m aking rash prom ises w hich could not be kept. 
This is a ch aracteristic 
of the R epublican party w hich 
ought to be kept in mind. 
It is a very easy m atter w hen 
a difficult problem arises in governm ental affairs to m ake 
specious prom ises which will satisfy th e im m ediate de­ 
m and of the public. 
F or instance, Mr. R oosevelt m ight 
prom ise to suppress the tru sts, or he m ight prom ise to re­ 
lieve the country of the evils of th e tru sts, and he m ight 
do th is w ithout know ing a t all how th ese prom ises w ere 
to b« kept or w hether he could depend upon his p arty to 
help him in carrying out th is policy. 
B ut th is is not the 
R epublican w ay of doing things. 


Mr. R oosevelt says very adm irably th a t the tru sts are 
the outcom e of a changed condition of our business af­ 
fairs, and th a t we m ust be very careful w hile curing the 
evils of th e tru sts and protecting ourselves from th eir 
dangers, 
n o t 
to 
inflict 
upon 
ourselves 
a 
far 
w orse 
injury 
than 
th a t 
of 
w hich 
wc 
now 
com­ 
plain. 
H e also says w ith evident tru th th a t we have not 
a sufficient know ledge of th e subject to feel certain w hat 
our rig h t course is, or to know in advance w h at is b est for 
us to do. W e m ust move slowly, and we m ust m ake som e 
experim ents before determ ining upon our final position. 


F u rth er than th a t Mr. R oosevelt says th a t no one of 
the rem edies th a t have been suggested is likely to be suffi­ 
cient to m eet all cases or to operate under all conditions, 
and a com bination of rem edies ascertained by actual ex­ 
perience m ay be w hat is necessary. 


T here is also the in tern atio n al aspect of the ease to be 
considered, and 
it is going to be very difficult for any 
state, or for the U nited S tates, to deal adequately w ith a 
problem th at has already assum ed w orld-wide 
propor­ 
tions. 


N evertheless, 
the 
presid en t leaves 
no 
reasonable 
grounds for any doubt as to his appreciation of the evils 
and dangers of these g re a t com binations of capital and 
his purpose to do w hatever can be done as rapidly as pos­ 
sible to ad ap t our legislation and governm ental practice 
to the changed conditions th at now confront us. 
T ’jis po­ 
sition will bo denounced both by the beneficiaries of the 
tru sts on one hand, and by the radical ag itato rf seeking 
only for political capital on the other. 
B ut it w ill be ap­ 
proved by the great m ajority of sensible an-t in telligent 
A m ericans. 


The tru st problem offers a m agnificent opportunity for 
som e broad-m inded statesm an to lead the people to a 
practical and sensible settlem ent, of th e tru s t 
problem .

And th e answ er of m any thousands who have never been called Socialists, 
and do not call them selves by such a nam e, is th a t they have not. 


Two rem edies a re proposed from the present evils and dangers. 
One is 
:state ow nership and operation, wholly or in p art, of the collieries. The other 
is com pulsory arbitration. 


E ith er of these plans would be preferable to the evils th a t have happened 
and th e dangers th a t are threatened. 


Of the two rem edies, th a t of state ow nership is th e m ore radical, but pos­ 
sibly th e m ore effective. An em inent judge is on record as declaring th a t the 
law s of P ennsylvania perm it the state to acquire the ow nership of the m ines 
tin d er th e rig h t of em inent dom ain and to operate them for the benefit of the 
people of the state, selling coal to outsiders according to the dem and for the 
product. W h eth er the state should own and operate all the m ines, or only a 
p a rt of them , and the precise conditions of operation have not been d eter­ 
m ined, and th ere is no way in w hich they could be determ ined short of actual 
experience. 


T he rem edy of com pulsory arb itratio n for strikes in w hich a large am ount 
of public in te re sts is involved is less of an innovation upon our present sys­ 
tem , an d it is m ore likely to be tried fir s t 


T h e objection to com pulsory arb itratio n m ost com m only heard is th at 
th e re is no need of enforcing the decision of th e arb itratio n board. 
B ut two 
m ethods have been suggested th a t appear to be effective. A ccording to the 
plan p racticed in A ustralia, th e parties to th e arb itratio n proceedings are 
required to deposit a bond th a t they will abide by th* decision of the arbi­ 
tra to rs and th is am o u n t is m ade large enough to insure the keeping of the 
agreem ent. A ccording to th e o th e r plan, th e state would eith er appoint a 
receiv er to ta k e ch arg e of th e com pany th a t refused to abide by th e results 
of th e arb itratio n , o r th e s ta te would guarantee protection to an y w orkm en 
w ho w ould tak e th e place of strik e rs who had violated an arb itratio n agree­ 
m ent. 


Whatever plan may be adopted, and whatever details may be worked out 
as the result of consideration and experience, one thing is certain. The people 
of the United States are not going to tolerate this sort of foolishness much 
longer; The cessation of coal supply, the tying up of the great transportation 
systems, thevprd(luctft«i "of artificial famine to( standing between'th‘e farmer

T IS characteristic of the R epublican party to set 
itself prom ptly aud seriously to th e ta sk of solving 
difficulties and rem edying abuses as fast as they 
are brought to its attention. 
W ithin the p ast few years there has been a great 
increase in the num ber and activity of the g reat corpora­ 
tions com m only known as the trusts. 
T his has been due 
in large m easure to the prosperity of the country under 
R epublican rule, w hich has encouraged and facilitated 
business operations of all kinds; in p art to th e expansion 
of our national com m erce consequent upon the w ar w ith 
Spain and the annexation of the Spanish colonies; and in 
p art it is due to the progressive evolution of the business 
and in d u strial organization. 


T h a t the tru sts are an evil in them selves has not yet 
been dem onstrated, but th a t they are atten d ed by evils, 
and associated w ith grave dangers to the state and th e 
people, cannot reasonably be disputed. 


If th e tru s t problem is to be solved, it m ust be solved 
by the R epublican party, and th a t th e party proposes to 
accom plish th is task is evident both in the course of th e 
national ad m inistration and in th at of th e party organiza­ 
tions in various states. 


Of th e various m easures th at have been proposed no 


one seem s to be a n adequate solution of th e en tire diffi­ 
culty. 
A m odification of the tariff, the enforced publi­ 
cation of corporation affairs, state regulation and super­ 
vision. differential taxation, lim itation of cap ital and 
other suggested m easures have points of m erit, b u t also 
have their difficulties and th eir lim itations. 
It m ay be 
th at some com bination of these will be found to w ork 
effectively, but before any com plete rem edy can be found 
it will probably be necessary to do a considerable am ount 
of experim enting. 


The attitu d e of the D em ocratic party is in notable 
contrast w ith th a t of the R epublicans. 
W hile the legis­ 
latures of the R epublican states and the R epublican rep­ 
resentatives in congress are earnestly seeking m easures 
of trust regulation th a t can be put into effect w ithout 
serious danger to the business interests of th e country, 
D em ocratic speakers and w riters content them selves w ith 
most sw eeping and radical denunciations of th e tru sts 
as a whole, including in th eir criticism s everyone who 
does not. share th eir sentim ents. 
The D em ocrats do not 
propose to do anything them selves, but they can furnish 
an unlim ited am ount of abuse of the tru sts and of the 
Republican party, which they declare is responsible for 
the trusts. 


In Colorado, for instance, no one has ever heard of any 
serious effort on the p a rt of th e D em ocrats to restrict, 
regulate or wipe out. of existence any tru s t or com binc. 
Yet if the R epublican party w ere in pow er in C olorado at 
the present, tim e, there would be no end of D em ocratic 
talk upon the subject, ju st as there is in other states 
where the R epublicans are in power. Colorado D em ocrats 
are. perfectly w illing to raise th eir voices a g ain st P resi­ 
dent R oosevelt and th e R epublican congress, b u t they 
have very little to say about the D em ocratic governor and 
the D em ocratic legislature of th is state.

G ates and h is associates 
filed an application for a change of venue from 
the state courts to

U nited S tates circuit 
court of appeals, alleging th a t th e d istric t judges 
of Colorado arc so under the influence of th e presen t 
m anagem ent of the Colorado Fuel and Iron com pany th a t 
it is im possible for the G ates stockholders to secure a 
fair hearing in th e sta te courts. 


In support of th is application th e petition begins 
by settin g forth th a t th e D enver R epublican, th e R ocky 
M ountain News, the D enver Tim es, the P o st and the 
Colorado S prings G azette have a w ide circulation and 
g reat influence in th e sta te and are largely in stru m en tal 
in form ing and m aintaining public opinion in said state. 
No o th er new spapers are specified in th e petition, b u t the 
inference is th a t th e se leading new spapers have been 
instru m en tal in form ing public sen tim en t and th a t o ther 
daily and w eekly papers have followed th e ir exam ple. 


In so fa r as th e statem e n t of th e petition th a t public 
sen tim en t in th is state is alm ost unanim ously in favor 
of Mr. Osgood and ag ain st Mr. G ates is concerned, th is 
is doubtless tru e, and th e G azette has so stated, and we 
have also se t fo rth our opinion of th e reasons th a t have 
produced such a rem arkable consensus of opinion. 


B ut w e do n o t believe 
th a t 
any u n fair prejudice 
ag ain st M r. G ates exists in the m inds of th e people of 
C olorado, nor th a t the judges of the d istric t courts of 
th is sta te a re prejudiced ag ain st him to such a degree 
as n o t to p erm it a fa ir hearin g before them . 


N eith er h as th ere been any desire on th e p a rt of the 
G azette to s tir up public

T his paper has a sserted and we continue to believe 
th a t it is d etrim en tal to th e in terests of th is state and 
of its people th a t th e pro sp erity and existence of large 
num bers of our people should be m ade dependent upon 
W all stre e t speculation; th a t it is a pity th a t th e large 
plans of developm ent and general ben efit u ndertaken 
and so successfully inaugurated by Mr. Osgood and his 
associates should be in terru p ted

d efeated ; th a t It 
w ould be a g re a t calam ity to th is sta te if tho Colorado 
Fuel and Iron com pany should be dom inated by th e Steel 
tru st; and th a t Mr. Osgood has th e sym pathy of our peo­ 
ple in p ro tectin g him self and his in terests by every possi­ 
ble legal m eans. 


B eyond th a t w e cannot in ju stice go, and w e m ay even 
ven tu re th e w ish th a t M r. G ates will continue, w hether 
in th e sta te o r th e fed eral courts, to get all th a t is com ­ 
ing to him , in law and equity, and th a t th e final resu lt 
w ill be in no w ise in co n sisten t w ith th e w elfare of th e

T W OULD certain ly be a serious th in g , for th e coun­ 
try if th e D em ocratic p arty should re-establish its 
control of th e national house of rep resen tativ es a t 
th e com ing election. 
It is tru e th a t w ith th e sen ate an d the presidency 
safely in R epublican h an d s th e pow er o£ th e D em ocracy 
fo r evil would be reduced to a m inim um , b u t certainly 
no w ide-aw ake A m erican w ould desire to h ave th e pow er 
of congress paralyzed by such a party division, and even 
th e first step tow ard a D em ocratic control of the national 
governm ent would be d etrim en tal to business in terests 
and the g eneral w elfare. 


F o rtu n ately th ere is n o t any serious danger of such 
a condition. T he D em ocrats would of course like to m ake 
th e ir v o ters believe th a t they have a chance of success 
in o rd er to increase th e ir vote in close d istricts and to 
strefigthen state tick ets. And the R epublicans also would 
like to p ro tect them selves from “over-confidence,” and 
frig h ten business m en and w orkers w ith th e specter of 
D em ocratic success. 


B ut th e re is nothing in th e general political situation 
to w a rra n t any such anticipations. T he R epublicans s ta rt 
w ith a big handicap, fo r th ey already have a large m a­ 
jo rity in th e p resen t house. 
T he reapportionm ent is in 
favor of the R epublican party, and so a re th e crops and 
th e general business conditions. 
T here is no sign of 
R epublican disaffection, and th e D em ocrats have n o t been 
able to find any issue th a t appeals w ith an y force to the 
voters.

and guidance until he w as no more, and 
whose principles of governm ent are as 
Im m utable as they are im m ortal. 


•‘I am not am ong those who fear the 
people,” Jefferson w rote 
to Samuel 
K erchival, in 1816. “They, and not the 
rich,« are our dependence for continued 
freedom .” T his Is precisely where the 
D em ocratic p a rty of today stands. F aith 
in the people is the rock of its belief, 
the breath of its life, and if ever it loses 
th a t faith, it will cease to be Demo­ 
cratic. 


The R epublican party, when it was 
first organized, w as anim ated in very 
large degree by the sam e idea. A bra­ 
ham Lincoln w as an earnest Jefferson­ 
ian. So w as C harles Sumner. Theodore 
P ark er of M assachusetts, 
wrote 
the 
g reat phrase: "Governm ent of the peo­ 
ple, by the people, for the people.” but 
it had slipped into oblivion when Lin­ 
coln revived and embalmed it 
for all

The. academ y already fits its pupils 
for the eastern colleges and alw ays 
will be an im portant feeder of Colo- 
rado collogc.

nized in the east as one of the better 
preparatory schools. 
W ith all this in 
view the board of trustees has called to 
its principalship Mr. W. E. Stark, a 
graduate of H arvard university, who 
has m ade a special study of secondary 
education. Mr. S tark 's work will be the 
development, and building up of the 
academ y. 
It m ust have special en­ 
dowment, its own dorm itories, and en­ 
larged equipm ent, as well as its own 
faculty. 
This is the problem which 
confronts the new head-m aster, out 
the board believes that he will solve 
the problem s of the academ y much as 
those of the college have been w rought 
out. 


Mr. S tark has already taken caarge 
of the affairs of the school and has 
regular office hours at /lagerm an hall 
in the m orning, when he is enrolling 
students and conferring w ith them in 
regard to the life and work a t the 
academ y.

is 
believed th at this 
m arks an o th er im portant step in the 
advancem ent of th e institution, and 
th at it' is in line w ith the plan of the 
present m anagem ent to create ho re a 
school which in all its departm ents

college grow s steadily onw ard, giving 
ch aracter and quality to the whole city,

Pittsfleld, Mass., Sept. 3.—The president of the United States escaped a. 


tragic death by only a few feet in a collision between bis carriage and an elec- 
tric street car in this city today, while one of his most trusted guards, Sedret 
Service Agent William Craig, was instantly killed and David j. Pratt of Dalton, 
who was guiding the horses attached to the vehicle, was most seriously in- 
jured. President Roosevelt himself was badly shaken up, but received 'only 
a slight facial bruise. Secretary Cortelyou, who occupied a seat directly oppo- 
site the president in the landau, sustained-a minor wound in the back of the 
head, and Governor Crane, who sat beside the president, extricated-himself 
from the wreck practically without a scratch. Tho carriage was demolished: 
by the impact of the rapidly moving car and the wheel horse: on the side 
nearest the car was killed outright. The crew and passengers of the,Car es- 
caped injury.

The president and party.:were driving from this city to Lenox through 


South street, one of the principal thoroughfares of Pittsfleld, which was lined 
with cheering people, and the catastrophe happened in plain view-of hundreds 
whose happiness at the advent of the nation's chief was suddenly turned to 
grief.

Thousands had poured into the city in the early morning from the nearby 


country to.see and hear the president, and his address at the city park .had 
been loudly cheered. At the conclusion of the exercises he wished to make a 
brief call on former Senator Dawes, whose house in Elm street is hut a short 
distance, from the park. The president's carriage, in which he hSd .ridden 
from Governor Crane's home at Dalton, was accordingly driven to the Dawes 
residence,,and carriages containing a number of other gentlemen in. the party 
followed. President Roosevelt's call was a short one and then 'th'e'. carriages 
returned to the city square. 


After a few minutes' delay the journey to Lenox was begun. Meanwhile 


the mounted escort of police officers and the carriages containing the news- 
paper correspondents who have accompanied the president on his tour had 
started off ahead on the road to Lenox and were some distance in advance 
of the president's • eauinage.

SAVABLE WON THE FUTURITY. 
(By Associated Press Exclusively to the 
Gazette In Colorado Springs.) 


• New York, Aug. 30.—Salable, sired by 
Ealvator, and owned by John A. Drake, 
won the rich Futurity at Sheepshead 
Bay today. August Belmonfa Hastings 
colt. Lord of the Vale, was second, only 
an eyelash behind\ -while Dazzling, one 
of the four Keene representatives, fin- 
ished third. The time was 1:14. 
. 
The attendance was 60,000. 
John A. Drake and the western con- 
tingent, always confident that Savable 
would aooi'e, played him down from 20 
to 1 and in some books 25 to 1 to 15 to 1. 
Eager layers seized what was thrust at 
them and knew no east or west. It was 
the west, however, that rounded up the 
good thing of the clay and cashed In at 
nightfall. 
Thirty-one horses were carded to go 
but Sovereign, Sir Voorhees, Dalesman, 
Love Note, Royal Summers, Merry 
Acrobat and Medal were scratched. 
Bounding Beauty was added at a late 
moment by the Pepper stable and a. few 
minutes later withdrawn. There were 24 
left to fight it out in a contest where 
only the stoutest hearted might hope to 


• live. The call to paddle was trumpeted 
at 4 o'clock and the long, thin line filed 
out and cantered slowly past the stands. 
It was difficult work to keep the line 
straight before the final word. For 20 
minutes they see-sawed to and fro. 
Then came a swish of the nag and a 
burr of the bell In the judges' box. 
Lord of the Vale was among the first 
to break, Savable and Hurstborne and 
Dazzling right at his heels.

"The Socialist movement, so-called, 
must also be considered. Whatever our 
opinions of the policies and purposes 
of the Socialists may be, we cannot 
close our eyes to the fact that they are 
making an earnest and persistent cam- 
paign. They will secure converts large- 
ly at the expense of the Democratic 
party, which, although It has done more 
for the working classes during Its con- 
trol of the state than any other, Is more 
likely than its adversary to suffer from 
the effects of any third party move- 
ment. 
"Again, there is at present a visible 
absence from our ranks of the spirit 
of union and discipline. This Is part- 
ly the result of amalgamations with 
other parties and partly also of dissat- 
isfaction with existing conditions. With- 
out criticising men or measures. I may 
affirm that our management of public 
affairs for the past two years has not 
been such as to inspire either confi- 
dence or enthusiasm. Not only is this 
true In general, but in many localities 
also; and the lukewarmness and dis- 
satisfaction bred from these influences 
are not calculated to aid in securing 
success. They must bo reckoned with 
and overcome in the only possible way, 
and that Is by the 'indorsement and 
nomination of candidates whose influ- 
ence and abilities insure capable ad- 
ministration' and make them rallying 
points for all good citizens. 
•"We must also remember that until 


1896 ours was the minority party in 
Colorado. 
Although we occasionally 
scored here and there with one or more 
candidates, the tide was steadily the 
other way. With the upheaval of public 
sentiment in the silver question we rode 
Into power, largely through the acces- 
sion of strength brought to us by the 
Influence and co-operation of Senator 
Teller. We have thus far retained our 
control of the state, but the Issues upon' 
which we have been able to do so have 
lost much of their vitality. Thus far 
they have not been replaced by others, 
and we must secure the element of co- 
hesion by the support of men like Hen- 
ry M. Teller. 
Parties cannot long nourish or exist 
upon the prospect of place and patron- 
age alone. They must be bound to- 
gether by some great and all pervading 
sentiment, or by the dominating per- 
sonality of individuals, or. both. Just 
now the latter io needed, and fortun- 
ately for us the man Is here. •••• 
"In addition to these obvious condi- 
tions we must not overlook the enemy in 
front, for with" him him 'we have to"deal 
directly, even while we are forming our 
lines and disposing of'bur forces. This 
Is the lion in our pathway. With him 
is our ultimate dispute. To cope with 
him effectually we must employ both 
tactics and strategy. If we can ascer- 
tain what he wants and deprive him 
of it we may rob him of much advan- 
tage. And of one thing we may be sure, 
he wants the name of Teller presented 
to our convention,.and he wants us to 
reject it. The moral effect of this suc- 
cessive action will help his course and 
weaken ours. 
"But apart from this reflection, the 
Republican party ie active, aggressive 
and confident. It has the support of the 
national administration, Is well In- 
trenched in many counties of the state 
and will command an ample corruption 
fund. It is allied with large corporation 
Interests, is well officered and fully com- 
petent to avail itself of all our blun- 
ders. Above all it is animated by the 
conviction that our defeat next fall 
indefinitely retires us from control of 
public affairs, while victory will give it 
rare prestige with the national organ- 
ization. We may expect, therefore, in 
spite of internal and factional bicker- 
ings, that our Republican friends will 
make a formidable effort to capture the 
state. The campaign will be a titanic 
Struggle for life between the two great 
parties and, although we shall probably 
prevail against him, we cannot afford to 
overlook a single factor in making prep- 
aration for it. It is a poor combatant 
who-in any arena relies too much upon, 
the weakness of his adversary, and a 
poorer on,e who will take any chance 
that may be avoided. 
" . . . ' • - ' • 
"We are, therefore, confronted with 
the proposition whether 
the Indorse- 
ment of Senator Teller will tend to 
strengthen our cause and equip us for 
a successful issue In the coming elec- 
tion, and to this I think there can be 
but one reply. The name is one to con- 
jure with in Colorado. The man who 
bears It has for more than a quarter 
of a century been a conspicuous figure 
In national affairs. He began his politi- 
cal career with the birth of our com- 
monwealth and has with conscientious 
ability at all times served the best'In- 
terests of his people as he has under- 
stood them. Indeed, it may be affirmed

"Here and there communities and in-

When we consider that this 
outburst of sentiment is wholly spon- 
taneous, that 
it. has been inspired 
neither by machine nor systematic en- 
deavor, candidates like myself would- 
be, foolish Indeed to withstand Its in- 
fluence or question Its wisdom. I shall 
yield to it my cheerful obedience And 
join In tho effort to make It unani- 
mous. 


"The statemeht is frequently made 
that Mr. Teller Is not a Democrat, and 
that we should return a Democrat to 
the senate. The. necessity of 
this 
course has not always been apparent 
In the past, but the objection, good or 
bad, 
is easily met. 
Mr. Teller Is a 
Democrat. 
His term of party alle- 
giance doea not reach to bis cradle, 
and in times past we have fought him 
for supremacy. 
But from th,e hour 
that he turned hl» back upon .the St. 
Louis convention he hits been. in all 
things a Democrat, 
What principle 


of our party faith has he -failed to 
recoenlzc? What line of party policy 
has he not espoused or defended? Who 
of all his colleagues in the senate has 
done battle more ably or constantly for 
Democracy than he? And who today 
If not Senator Teller leads -our party 
minority In that exalted chamber? 


"If he Is not a Democrat, what shall 


w» call him? He surely is not a Repub- 
lican. Tried by any test of party faith 
he Is bone of our bone and flesh of our 
flesh. But some say he will recant his 
present attitude and return to his erst- 
while party. As a matter of fact that 
party has left him. In the midst orde- 
feotlon and desertion he has been faith- 
ful. 
Many there were in that far-off 
June day of 1896 who thronged around 
and cheered him, when returning from 
St. Louis, but most of. them have left 
him long ago for the attractions of 
place and power. Seven stalwart dele- 
srates from Colorado marched with him 
from the convention hall and one by 
one they have dropped away and. left 
him to tread the straight and narrow 
path of duty, cheered by the confidence 
of his people and stimulated by the con- 
viction that the great heart of Colo- 
rado's Democracy pulsates in unison 
with his own. 


"We need not fear his loyalty. Every 
inducement that power, and influence 
can offer has been made, but in vain. 
The patronage of presidents and the 
applause of old associates, the promise 
of Increased honors and the prophesies 
of Democratic inconsistency have alike 
unmoved him. The temple of our party 
Is his home. He came to it, not seek- 
ing asylum, .but as an honored guest. 
He found his seat at the altar, will 
make It his abiding place for the years 
that may be left him. 


"Let me here add that in December, 


1896. Senator Teller desired to Identify 
himself directly with the Democratic 
party and so informed the chairman 
of the national committee who, in con- 
iunotlon with other party leaders, dis- 
suaded him from his purpose. They 
believed that he could best serve the 
cause of bimetallism by independent 
cO-operation and .urged him to remain 
for the time aloof. This he did. Shall 
we now reproach him for adopting the 
counsel of our own people and punish 
him for carrying; out. thejy deliberately 
formulated:^^idy? 'Ra||gr should we 
welcome him W.'rtBrl'fyarmly, and 
place our standard in his' hands where 
It will never know defeat. 


For my'own friends, who like your- 


self desire my elevation to the senate, 
and who feel that after, (thirty, years 
of service i should not now step aside, 
I feel the deepest, measure .of grati- 
tude. To know that I have such friends 
and many of them is of itself an am- 
ple recompense for any poor service of 
mine. But in very truth I am impelled 
by the purest spirit of selfishness to 
urge the indorsement of Mr. 
Teller. 
For after all, the particular Democrat 
who fills the seat at Washington is not 
subject of prime concern. The all im- 
portant thing is to keep the state Dem- 
ocratic. This means a strong and grow- 
ing party, five votes in the electoral 
college and a nucleus - around which 
other western Democratic common- 
wealths will in time be gathered. This 
Is more to us all than a mere strug- 
gle for senatorial honors, and if the re- 
volving years shall come and go with- 
out bringing .to me any further 
or 


other distinction, I trust I may be able 
to rejoice in the fact that the party 
of my allegiance Is also the accepted 
ruler of my own people. 


"Let us then, forgetting self and re- 
membering our party's, destiny, accept 
the will of the people, remove the sen- 
atorial succession from the arena of in- 
ternal strife, nominate a strong state 
ticket, adopt a platform on which all 
Democrats can 'stand and appeal with 
confidence to the people for their sup- 
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that on all great questions affecting: our 
public welfare he has stood more nearly 
for the prevailing sentiment of the state 
than any other man. He has left his 1m. 
press on every great legislative measure 
since his entry into,public life. No one, 
not in the public service for so long a 
time, and especially in opposition to the 
executive, could wield a tithe of his 
great influence or give to our state the 
same preponderance in the national 
councils. And we must remember that 
in the days of our travail, in strict obe- 
dience to the mandate of his party con- 
vention, ha turned from the new-found 
paths of Republican faith and cast his 
fortunes with those of his countrymen.

Ho said there 
was ample room here for a sdgar factory 
and he thought Fort Collins tho most fa- 
vorable locality that he knew of In tho 
state for such an enterprise,

thought the people of Fort Collins had 
done wisely In organizing an independent 
sugar, company. 


This morning Mr. Shaw look Mr. Kllby 


out to look over the various factory sites 
offered with a view of getting his opinion 
as to which, In' bis Judgment, was the 
best suited to the object in view, all things 
considered. The Inverness farm, the Buck- 
ingham farm, the Foy farm and the How- 
ard place were all carefully examined and 
their good and bad features discussed in 
a practical manner. The selection of a 
site will no doubt be made within a very 
few days. 


Mr. Kilby left for home on the after- 


noon train, promising to keep In close 
touch witn the managers of the sugar 
factory enterprise and to keep them ad- 
vised about everything materially affect- 
ing the interests of the project.—(Fort Col- 
lins Courier. 


Wheat. Oats and Barley. 


Wheat, oats and barley are the staple 


crops raised in the Immediate vicinity of 
Berthoud; that IB, more land Is seeded to 
these crops than all other crops combined. 
When land haa been In alfalfa for two or 
three years and has been followed by corn 
or potatoes, it will easily yield BO bushels 
of wheat, 75 bushels oC oats or 60 bushels 
of barley per acre.' The average crop of 
wheat for this section Is about 34 to 35 
bushels per acre from year to year and 
average price per 100 pounds Is $1.00, usual- 
ly starting at about 75 cents to 80 cents 
pel" hundredweight, and gradually going 
above $l.flfl! -The average, crop of barley 
Is 35 to 40 bushel*, and -tlio present price 
Is Jl.OD per hundredweight. The average 
crop of oats Is about 40 bushels and the 
present price Is So cents per hundredweight. 
These grains find a homo market here, in 
our own state. Tli« wheat is ground into 
a superior grade of flour that can not bii 
equaled by any grade made in tho east 
or west. Prices of wheat and- t'lour aro 
not affected materially by the eastern 
market. Barley and oats are the principal 
stock feed, not much corn being .raised In 
this section oii account of the nights be- 
ing too cool. 


Recently the'farmers arc raising winter 


wheat as it ripens several weeks earlier 
than spring wheat and catches the wild 
oats while green.—(Berthoud Bulletin.

A. Warning to Girls. 
"Js the young woman of today inclin- 


ing more toward loose morality and 
liabits of "excessive Indulgence in intox- 
icating liquors than did her mother or 
grandmother?" is the question suggest- 
ed by a recent editorial by Miss Flpretta 
Vining In one of her South Shore news- 
papers, and propounded to the lady her- 
self by a reporter. 
• 


"I urn of the opinion that the diink- 


ng habit is greatly increased among 
young girls of the present day," said 
Miss VInIng, " and you know looseness 
of morals follows closely in the wake 
of excessive drinking. 
"I was moved to take up the matter 


n my papers for the reason tha't.with 
the approach of the summer season the 
young girl is exposed to temptations 
and dangers which-are perhaps exag- 
gerated during the season of warm 
weather. I take a deep' interest -in 
young girls,.and I believe that it is al- 
ways possible.to save.ihem from them- 
selves if they are approached in time. 
"A woman of 40 is, I think, Hot so sus- 


ceptible, or perhaps she has more power 
to control herself; but young girls un- 
der 21 years "of age, and it is of these 
.hat I speak, may be cautioned before 
the taste for strong drink has gained 
control over them. 


"The way in which girls of less than 


21 years partake of heavy drinks is. ap- 
>alling to one who knows, and my state- 
ments are not based on hearsay, but on 
observation. 


"I have spent much of my life/in ho- 
els, both in Boston and in other cities, 
and I have seen such sights as almost 
laralyze me. I have just returnedf rom a 
visit to San Francisco, and both on my 
outward journey and on my return I 
was astounded at the ease with which 
young women drink the heavy liquors. 
It is a common thing to see in this city 
and hiyNewYork a-young man and a 
young girl, each under 2V years of age, 
or parties, of boys and girls, come, into 
a hotel for luncheon or a dinner and 
preface it with one- or two 'cocktails, 
continuing through the; dinner to drink 
whiskey, and conclude with champagne; 


"Now,. I'am not .speaking from tha 
standpoint of a temperance agitator or 
a reformer. But. it :is appalling to see 
such young girls drinking whiskey. 
They invariably lose control of them- 
selves during such, a dinner, and com- 
mit follies that they regret all the rest 
of their lives. 
"The fact that such nroceedings are be- 
coming matters 
of general/ custom 
alarms me. I am a member of the 
Sorosls club of New York, and I always 
stay at the Waldorf-Astoria when I am 
there, and I see sights that are aston- 
ishing. • These girls of whom I speak are 
not working girls, but the daughters/ of 
respectable families, many of. whom I 
know personally. They are well-to-do 
girls, well bred, well .educated, and it 
Is among.girls of this class that the evil 
seems to be most strongly developed.- I 


) have* travelled abroad considerably, .and 
I do not hesitate to'say that the condi- 
tions are worse in this country.. 


"And the practice Is surely Increasing. 
The opportunities are more,. frequent 
than in old days. The boys and girls 
are allowed to go about together, with, 
no chaperon, and are apt to do as their 
own crude, ignorant;wills prompt them. 
Where the boys get the money from IB A 
mystery. Such dinners and entertain- 
ments as I have seen could cost not leas 
than J18 or $20. It is apparent that 
their parents 
must give them the 


money, and In that: is one source of the 
deplorable conditions. 
'But the source of the whole trouble 


lies, I believe, In the changed conditions 
of family life. Social ambitlons'are put 
before everything else. It Is necessary 
that .the daughter should make a mar- 
riage that is considered desirable from a 
social standpoint, and this1 is catered to, 
to the exclusion of other and more 
vital things. ' I recall one case where 
a man, prominent in business and social 
circles, was financially embarrassed, 
and I said to him: 'Why donlt you. let 
your daughter help you?' But-'no, such 
a thing was not to be. considered. Her 
mother had matrimonial ambitions for 
her. and" would object. 


"Yountr people, are given, too much 


money to spend; they are given too 
many privileges, and they haye • too 
much leisure. Their life is not simple- 
enough, and they are neglected in some 
instances by mothers with social am- 
bitions.'.' 
; For a.way out of the evil, Miss Vlning 
suggested a simpler life for .the girls., 
"They should, not be. granted' a resi- 


dence in the city for longer than three 
months In the year. The rest of the 
time should, be spent in the country, 
and .the girls should be .kept occupied 
and looked After 'during their leisure 
hours;' 
For grpwing, boys and young men, 
Miss Vinlng' had.l(ttle to offer. "The 
temptations that surround a young man 
these days,are dreadful, but it is im- 
perative that'they go out into the world 
and meet them.. The boys must' work 
out their own 'destiny, and those that 
are weak fall by the wayside." 
Miss Vlning'is especially 
fond of 


young girls- ao'd her solicitude -prompt! 
herto speak as plainly as she has bh'the 
evils that-confront them. She is 'the

Camp Cookery. 


"With kejrosene, asbestos paper, a box 


and a few nails, the housekeeper can be 
lndec|hdent, for she can cook and de- 
pend upon her automatic stoker," writes 
Marloh A. MacBride in the Woman's 
Journal. .How. do you ask? After un- 
packing;',take a small box 20x20 inches 
square, a little higher than long1, 'line 
it .with asbestbs paper, using -small 
tacks to hold the paper In place, carry- 
ing the'.paper over the edge of the t>ox 
and tacking it firmly oh the outside, in 
order, tit*protect the wood from Heat. 
Asbestos paper can be purchased at any 
hardware store for 15 cents a. 'sheeti 
and can /be sent by mall if one is too 
far tiff the beaten track to find a hard- 
ware''^ tore. After the box is lined, take 
another box, or, better still, an old table

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SOME POLITICAL REFLECTIONS.

UST WHAT mysterious alchemy enters into the spirit of most men who 


seek political honors no person has yet been wise enough to discover, 
but true it is that the majority of persons who hold or seek political 
office in this country imbibe a secret poison which transforms honorable, 


upright and decent men in private life to uncertain, wavering, mercenary,* 
hypocritical and morally degenerate public officials. 


•5s it because the public service is demoralizing, or is it because aspirants 


too often reach beyond the scope of their capabilities? 


The curse of Amercan politics is the machine, and not so much the real 


value of the machine as its imaginary value. 


! 
We have daily object lessons to •demonstrate the utter impotency of the 


political machine when enlightened public opinion is aroused against it, yet 
every novice who obtains the office of coroner or governor immediately sets 
to work to construct a machine to perpetuate his power, and always with the 
profound conviction tnat the reason other Machines have failed is solely 
because they we're not fa such masterful hands. 


Thus the flood may drown the ninety and nine, but there Is always the 


other one who feels that he is' the elect of fate, and that he is immune from 
all disaster. 


Apparently every succeeding governor of Colorado rushes blindly over the 


same precipice of destruction without drawing any lesson whatever from the 
fate of his predecessors. 


For 20 years no governor in Colorado has succeeded himself, and in 


nearly every instance the attempt to build a political machine has been the 


; ruination of each and all. 


Thus the people have been deprived of the devoted and disinterested 


attention to public duty which they have reason to expect of their chief execu- 
tive and that worthy official has frittered away his gubernatorial term in 
\ chasing senatorial or re-election butterflies with nets that have tripped his 


i own ambitions and by methods that have had a demoralizing effect upon the 
, public service and upon the politics of the state. 


During the 20 years, of this Insane machine building Colorado has had 


'many excellent business men in the gubernatorial chair, and all of such incum- 


• bents have been above reproach in their private lives. 
' 
But the toxic poison of public life seems to have been too much for their 


private virtues, and nearly all of them absolutely reversed every rule of 
private life by whioh they had achieved success enough to be considered eligible 
for the governorship, and adopted policies and programs Tor their dealings 
with the public that would have sent them to charitable institutions had such 
: plans been adopted in -their private business affairs. 


It is unfortunate that the constitution of Colorado does not limit the 


eligibility to the office of governor to one term. Then the public might get 


. excellent service aud the incumbent much more honor than has fallen to the 
lot of most of our governors.

Just now the long-suffering people of Colorado are witnessing a struggle 


within the Democratic party for the governorship that has seldom been equaled 
in bitterness, and ail because two men not candidates for governor are playing 
the real candidates for governor as so many pawns upon the political chess- 
board to gain personal ascendency for themselves inside the Democratic party. 


Both Orman and Stimson in private life are most honorable men, and II 


any person should undertake to use them in a private business deal as they 
are being used in the present political deal, they would promptly and sharply 
resent it 


Is then the governorship of Colorado such a puppet position that only a

Is not 
the year 1902 an excellent time to terminate all of this, and to raise the stanfl- 
ard of political ethics above the groveling level Of machine politicians, and to 


• give to the state, officials of their own choosing in the conventions as well as at 
•the polls?

Why is not the present a good year for all parties to discourage the claims 


of those who frantically clamor for an office, and to force • nominations upon 
.the really worthy men and women of Colorado who would honor the state Of 


• consenting to serve it? 


Fortunately the Republican party seems to have cut the last mooring 


; which held it to the old and corrupt machine of the past, and it appears that 
, that party will nominate its strongest ani' best members whether they are 
i candidates or not. 


The lessons of the past in all parties should make it evident that Colorado

Mr. Boyco to this position, but, his candidacy will be 
watched with interest as indicating the strengtn of the 
Socialist party in this state. Mr. rioyce was formerly the 
president of the Western Federation of Miners, and he 
s probably as strong a candidate as his party could have 
selected, much stronger in fact than eliner of the other 
,wo persons suggested for this position. 


When the Socialist convention was held, and for a.abort 


time after, it appeared as though this new party was 
joing to have a rather prominent place in the political 
affairs in Colorado. But subsequent events have not con- 
firmed the early hopes of the Socialists, and the present 
ndication is that the vote cast for Mr. Boyce will not 
affect the main issue between the Republican and the 
Democratic candidates. 


Whatever strength he has. however, is more likely to 


bo drawn from tho latter than from the former party, 
and it may be found when the votes are counted that the 
Socialist strength is greater than the difference between 
he two leading parties. If this should be the case, it 
will probably give tne new party an influence in state 
affairs greater than it can hope to secure by its own 
direct strength. There is very little possibility that the 
people of Colorado will adop't the Socialist program, but 
>ur experience with the Populists shows to what an extent

THE PRESIDENT AND THE TRUSTS. 


P 


fHE GREAT coal strike of 1902 has done more to develop public sentt 


meat towards a rational solution of great social problems than any 
event that has taken place for many years. 


The general good order that has prevailed throughout the region 


'affected by the strike has made it possible to consider the situation more 
•reasonably than is usually possible amid the passions aroused by such strug- 
gles. At the same time the magnitude of the interests involved, the partial 
paralysis of great manufacturing industries and transportation systems, and 
'the threat of actual suffering to hundreds of thousands of Americans in the 
' coming winter, have aroused public sentiment to the larger questions Involved. 


It Is one thing to discuss the public ownership and operation of the coal 


mines or the forcible intervention of the state government to put a stop to 
the quarrel between employer and employe, as a matter of theoretical sociology, 
'and quite another to consider it from the standpoint of the empty grate or the 
,idli mill. 


The plain question before the country is. Have the owners or lessees of 


the Pennsylvania coal mines, and their workmen, as a result of their inability 
; to agree upon wages and other conditions of employment, a right to deprive 
•the people of the eastern states of the coal that is necessary to their health, 
• their comfort and their livelihood? 
, 
And the answer of many thousands who have never been called Socialists, 


land do not call themselves by such a name, is that they have not. 


Two remedies are proposed from the present evils and dangers. One Is 


;state ownership and operation, wholly or in part, of the collieries. The other 
.is compulsory arbitration. 


Either of these plans would be preferable to the evils that have happened 


and the dangers that are threatened. 


Of the two remedies, that of state ownership is the more radical, but pos- 


* ,sibly, the more effective. An eminent judge is on record as declaring that the 


laws of Pennsylvania permit the state to acquire the ownership of the mines 
tinder the right of eminent domain and to operate them for the benefit of the 
people of the state, selling coal to outsiders according to the demand for the 
.product. Whether the state should own and operate all the mines, or only a 
part of them, and the precise conditions of operation have not been deter- 
mined, and there is no way in which they could be determined short of actual 
experience. 
.The remedy of compulsory arbitration for strikes in which a large amount 


of public interests is involved is less of an innovation upon our present sys- 
tem, and it is more likely to be tried first 


The 'objection to compulsory arbitration most commonly heard is that 
there is no need' of enforcing the decision of the arbitration board. But two 
methods have been suggested that appear to be effective. According to the 
,plan practiced in Australia, the parties to the arbitration proceedings are 
required to deposit a bond that they will abide by the decision of the arbi 
trators and this amount is, made large enough to insure the keeping of the 
; agreement. According to tho pther plan, the state would either appoint a 
receiver to take charge of the company that refused to abide by the results 
of tfte airoitratJoa,-or the; State would guarantee protection to any workmen 
.Who would take the place of strikers who had violated an arbitration agree

RESIDENT ROOSEVELT has repeatedly shown 


that he appreciates the importance of the trusts 
as a poiitical, issue of the present day, and that 
he is willing to take an advanced position for 


himself and his party'as regards their regulation and con- 
trol by the government. 


The speech which he delivered at Boston on Monday 


was devoted almost entirely, to this subject, and- It Is ad- 
mirable reading for those who wish to acquaint them- 
selves with the larger aspect of this most important ques- 
ion of the day. 


President Roosevelt's general summary of the situa- 


tion is most satisfactory, and one reason for this is that 
he sets forth very clearly the reasons why it Is not possi- 
)lc to do all that some people would like to have done. 


In the first place the president explained the necessity 


'or not making rash promises which could not be kept. 
This is a characteristic of the Republican party which 
ought to be kept in mind. It is a very easy matter when 
a difficult problem arises in governmental affairs to make 
specious promises which will satisfy the immediate de- 
mand of the public. For instance, Mr. Roosevelt might 
promise to suppress the trusts, or he might promise to re- 
ieve the country of the evils of the trusts, and he might 
do this without knowing at'all how these promises were 
to bo kept or whether he could depend upon his party to 
help him in carrying out this .policy.' But this is not the 
Republican way of doing things. 


Mr. Roosevelt says very admirably that the trusts are 


tho outcome of a changed condition of our business af- 
fairs, and that we must be very careful while curing the 
evils of the- trusts and protecting ourselves from their 
dangers, 
not 
to 
inflict 
upon 
ourselves 
a 
far 


worse 
injury 
than that of which we now com- 


plain. He also says with evident truth that we have not 
a sufficient knowledge of the subject to feel certain what 
our right course Is, or to know in advance what is best for 
us to do. We must move slowly, and we must make some 
experiments before determining upon our final position. 


Further than that Mr. Roosevelt says that no one of 


tho remedies that have been suggested is likely to be suffi- 
cient to meet all cases or to1 operate under all conditions, 
and a combination of remedies ascertained by actual ex- 
perience may be what is necessary. 


There is also the^dnternational aspect of the case to be 


considered, and it is going to be very difficult for any 
state, or for the United States, to" deal adequately with a 
problem that has already assumed world-wide propor- 
tions. 


Nevertheless, 
the president leaves no reasonable 


grounds for any doubt as to his appreciation of the evils 
and dangers of these great combinations of capital and 
his purpose to do whatever can be done as rapidly as pos- 
sible to adapt our legislation and governmental practice 
to the changed conditions that now confront us. This po- 
sition will bo denounced both 'by the beneficiaries of the 
trusts on one hand, and by the radical' agitators seeking 
only for political capital on tixe other. But it will be ap- 
proved by the sreat m?joriiy of sensible and intelligent 
Americans. 


The trust problem offers a magnificent opportunity for 


some broad-minded statesman to lead the people tp a 


ractlcal and sensible settlement of the trust problem, 
resident Roosevelt appreciates the magnitude of this 
pportunity, and appears desirous of taking full advan- 
age of it. 


one seems to be an adequate solution of tn6 entire diffi- 
culty. A modification of the tariff, the enforced publi- 
cation of corporation affairs, state regulation and super- 
vision, differential taxation, limitation of capital and 
other suggested measures have points of merit, but also 
have their difficulties and their limitations. It may be 
that some combination of these will bo found to work 
effectively, but before any complete remedy can be -found 
it will probably be necessary to do a considerable amount 
of experimenting. 


The attitude of the Democratic party is In notable 


contrast with that of the Republicans. While the legis- 
latures of the Republican states and tho Republican rep- 
resentatives in congress are earnestly seeking measures 
of trust regulation that can be put into effect without 
serious danger to tho business interests of the country, 
Democratic speakers and writers content themselves with 
most sweeping and radical denunciations of the trusts 
as a whole, including in their criticisms everyone who 
does not share their sentiments. The Democrats do not 
propose to do anything themselves, but they can furnish 
an unlimited amount of abuse of the trusts and of the 
Republican party, which they declare is responsible for 
the trusts. 


In Colorado, for instance, no one has ever heard of any 


serious effort on the part of the Democrats to restrict, 
regulate or wipe out of existence any trust or combine. 
Yet if the Republican party were in power in Colorado at 
the present time, there would be no end of Democratic 
talk upon the subject, Just as there is In other states 
where the Republicans are in power. Colorado Democrats 
are perfectly willing to raise their voices against Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and the Republican congress, but they 
have very little to say about the Democratic governor and 
the Democratic legislature of this state.

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N WEDNESDAY John W. Gates and his associates 
filed an application for a change of venue from 
the state courts to the United States circuit 
court of appeals, alleging that the district judges 


of Colorado are so under the influence of the present 
management of the Colorado Fuel and Iron, company that 
it is impossible for the Gates stockholders to secure a 
fair hearing in the state courts. 


In support of this application the petition begins 


by setting forth that the Denver-Republican, the Rocky 
Mountain News, the Denver Times, the Post and the 
Colorado Springs Gazette have a wide circulation and 
great Influence in the state and are largely instrumental 
in forming and maintaining public opinion In said state. 
No other newspapers are specified in the petition, but the 
inference is that these leading newspapers have been 
instrumental in forming public sentiment and that other 
dally and -weekly papers have followed their example. 


In so far as the statement of the petition that public 


sentiment in this state is almost-, unanimously in favor 
of Mr. Osgodd and against Mr. Gates is concerned, this 
is doubtless true, and the Gazette has BO stated, and we 
have also set forth our opinion of the' reasons that have 
produced such a remarkable consensus of opinion. 


But we do not believe that any unfair prejudice 


against Mr. Gates exists in the minds of the people of 
Colorado, nor that the judges of the district courts of 
this state are prejudiced against him to such a degree 
as not to permit a fair hearing before them. 


Neither has there been any desire on the part of the 


Gazette to stir up public sentiment against any legal 
rights that Mr. Gates and his associates may be found 
to possess. 


i This paper has asserted and we continue to believe 


that it is detrimental to the interests of this state and 
of Its people that the prosperity and existence of large 
numbers of our people should be made dependent upon 
Wall street speculation; that it is a pity that the large 
plans of development and general benefit undertaken 
and BO successfully inaugurated by'Mr. Osgood and his 
associates should be Interrupted 
or defeated; that It

T IS characteristic of the Republican party to set

JEFFERSON'S DEMOCRACY 


(By John P. Foley.) 


A western jwyspaper, Republican itt 


politics, is. apparently anjupusto know, 


'- "What'it; 


naturally divided into two .parties: 1. 
Those who fear and distrust the people, 
and wish to draw all powers from ,them 
Into the hands of the higher classes. 3. 
Those who Identify themselves With the 
people, have confidence In/them, cherish 
and consider them as .the most honest 
and safe, although not the most wise 
depository of the public Interests. In 
every country these two parties exist, 
and in every one Where: they are free 
to think, speak and write, they will de- 
olare themselves. Call them, therefore, 
liberals and servlles, Jacobins and 
ultraa, whigs and tories, 
republicans 
and federalists, aristocrats and demo- 
crats, or by whatever name you please, 
they are the same parties Still, and pur- 
sue the same object.: The last appella- 
tion of aristocrats and democrats Is the 
true one, expressing the essence of all." 
Thus wrote Jefferson to Henry Lee in 
1824"Democrats consider th,e people as the 
safest •depository of power In the last 
resort; they cherish 
them, therefore, 
and wish to leave in them all the pow- 
ers to the exercise of which they are 
competent." This extract was writ- 
ten in 1825, to William Short, who was 
Jefferson's secretary in Paris In 1785, 
and minister resident at The Hague in 


*7As Jefferson died In 1828, the preced- 
ing quotations 
are among the last 
words written by the.author of the Dec- 
laration of Independence, the founder 
of the Democratic party, the revered 
"Base of Montlcello," to whom presi- 
dent after president looked for advice 
and guidance until he was no more, and 
whose principles of government are as 
Immutable as they are immortal, 
"I am not among those who fear the 
neople," Jefferson wrote 
to Samuel 


Kerchlval, In 1816. "They, and not the 
rich,-are our dependence for continued 
freedom." This IB precisely where the 
Democratic party of today stands.

If they dared to do no, they would 
r'draw all powers from them into the 
bands of the higher classes," in whose 
Interests they have been so long legis- 
lating—the kings of finance, the poten- 
tates of protection, the monarchs of 
monopoly, the czars of concentrated 
millions and billions of wealth, against

A government of aristocrats, by ai ts-

Mr. Stark's work will be the 
development and building up of the 
academy. • It must have special en- 
dowment, its own dormitories, and en- 
larged equipment, as well as Its owS 
faculty. ' This is the problem which 
confronts the new head-master, out 
the board believes that he will solve 
the problems of the academy much as 
those of the college have been wrought 
out.

ADDRESSES YESTERDAY. 
The general teachers meeting, held 


at the High school.building yesterday 
morning at 10 o'clock, was a most en- 
joyable and profitable one. About 130 
teachers were in attendance, besides 
several members of the board of ed- 
ucation and a large number of visitors. 
The program was opened with a vocal 
solo by Miss Marie M. Kohl, of the 
Steele School. 
Superintendent Diet- 
rich then introduced Mayor J. R, Rob- 
inson, who made a short address' on 
"The Teacher's Relation to Civic Life." 
He spoke of the great- Importance of 
the teacher as a citizen. The energies 
of the teacher should not be exhausted 
in the school room, hut a large share 
should be saved for civic life. There 
IB n'eed for his influence in all matteri 
relating to civic matters, and civic 
righteousness. 
Individual 
success 


should not be taught, but the child 
should learn that he is a, part ot the 
government. He should not be allowed 
to lose sight of the fact that he must 
not work for himself alone .but for 
others and for the government which 
protects him. 


•Dr. Wilcox of the F.irBt M. E. church 


was then introduced and he spoke on 
'The Relation of the Teacher to the 
Church." He said it is important that 
the child should be developed upon 
every side. 
Ir» these days of gun- 
powder, and dynamite, mere physical 
strength is Incomplete. If a person is 
educated only intellectually, he will be- 
come a jneriace to society. Knowledge 
Is power, biit It may be for evil as well 
as for good. It is important, therefore, 
that we be trained on every side. The 
moral and spiritual side must be 
trained as well as the physical and In- 
tellectual; 
Technical religion cannot 


be taught, but the great fundamental 
ethical principles should and ought to 
be taught. Mrs. James B. Gregg next 
spoke on "The Relation of the Teacher 
to the-Home," and.the keynote of her 
talk was "Magnify, your office."
